he final figures of the monthly 
statistics issued yesterday display the 
fact that this volume of busimess is 
being maintained, and ithat it gives in- 
dication of even greater increase in 
the next few months. 

January is generally considered to 
be a very dull month in the land office. 
Very few homesteaders are on. the 
move for land, and the timber and 
mines 'brandh is usually quiet. But 
,the figures of January, 1911, indicate 
that the volume’ of busimess is now, 
such even in ithe. dull months, as to 
keep the machinery of the ‘and office 
a white heat to keep pace. There 
will not be many idle moments fur the 
‘land office clerks from now on; and 
it is very likely that an incretse in 
staff will be required shortly. 

In January, 1910, a total of $10,747 
was taken tn over the land office 

counters. By the end of rgro, that 
amount had‘jumped toa total iof §37,- 


the rush for oil/claims were on. . In 
January, the month ¢hit has just 
passed, avith no oi! claims rush, nor 
any extraordinary. circumstances that 
would*Kend tp swell the receipts, the’ 
unustial total of marly $37,000 was 
again taken in over the counters. 

It is a significant fact, too, that 
this swelling of receipts has been, 
net particularly in the homesteads 
branch} but rather in ‘the timber and 
mines branch. While the homestead 


j receipts ‘have ‘been steady, the big in- 


crease has been in the latter branch. 

In Januney of 1910, a total of 231 
homesteads were filed, and ‘the total 
receipts were $10,747. In January, 
1911, 209 homesteads were filed, and 
the receipts were $37,000. This clear- 
ly indicates that whe big money is 
coming from timber rentals, and coal 
and nil leases, 

This ‘is significant in what it shows 
that there has been an immense de- 
velopment in “he timber and mines 
in the ‘Edmonton district, — Itt 
shows that there is far more timber 
under lease, far more coal arcs taken 
up than ever before, and that a big 
development in ‘these lines can be 
looked fonward ‘to within the rex 
year or two. 

Development in coal lands thas been 
particularly metive. © Rentals paid on 
these dands in whe Edmonton district 
amount io several thousand dollars 
every amonth. Rentals are charged 
at the rate of $1 per acre per year. 
(Many housind acres of coal lands, 
particularly along the G. T .P. west 
of ithe city, nea® the Pembina river, 
and the Yellowhead’ pass, have been 
taken up ‘within the'past'year. . Roy- 
alties. ons coal production, are very 
lange. also, jas the coal production in 
the Edmonton district is increasing at 
w rapid: rate.

Land Agent Will Offer $30,000 
‘Worth at Upset Price ~~ 
.<» of $2g00 


At the upset price of about $2,900, 
timber to the value of $30,000, cut by 
contractors of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway company, and 
seized for default in dues, will be -of- 
fered for sale by public auction by 
Dominion government agents at the 


counter of the logal land office at 10, 


o’clock next, Wednesday morning. 

The sum of $2,900 is the amount of 
dues still unpaid by the railway com- 
pany on the timber. . Default in pay- 
ment of these dues caused the Domii- 
ion land agent to seize the timber cut, 
and advertise it for sale. Although 
the timber is valued at about $30,000, 
all the government agents want is the 
dues still unpaid. 

The timber. was cut last summer by 


the Empire Supply. company who 
contracted with the Canada West 
construction company, for the rail- 


way. company, the railway company 
to pay the dues. The timber includes 
the following: 91.075 ties, 2,503 fence 
posts, 75,000 lineal feet of bridge tim- 
ber, 3,000 telegraph poles, 11,000 feet 
of piling. The timber lies all aiong 
the line of the railway company about 
80 miles north east of the city. 

Dr. McInnis, of the Empire Supply 
company, values the timber cut at 
about $30,000. His company has still 
a claim of $10,000 for work done, 
which will be taken into consideration 
by the provincial government.

During the month of January the 
sum of $250 was received in tines by 
the police department, according: to 
the monthly report to the city com- 
missioners which has just been com- 
pleted. Lost and stolen property val- 
ued at $139.75 was recovered: and re- 
turned to the owners. 

‘Te month has been a comparative- 
ly quiet one in the police department, 
and Edmonton continues, as she has 
been for years past, one of the least 
crime-ridden cities in the west. 

In all 99 persons were apprehended 
during the month just closed, result- 
ing in 8g convictions, Seventy-seven 
charges were preferred under the pro- 
visions of the city bylaws, and sev- 
enty-five convictions obtained. ‘The 
drunk docket reached a total of 72 
cases, with 71 convictions, while a 
prosecution for discharging firearms 
within tie city limits, also resulted in 
conviction. The charge against a 
citizen accused of keeping a vicious 
dog was withdrawn on the owner 
submitting proofs of the amiability 
of the canine. 

One interdicteu peraon was convict- 
ed of drunkenness and punished ag 
cording to the terms of the provin- 
cial law. Other convictions under the 
provincial acts were as follows: Non- 
payment of wages, 1; selling ligpor 
without a license, 1; polluting running 
streams, I. 

Four convictions for assault were 
made under the criminal code, three 
for theft, one for false pretenses, 
while. there was one conviction for 
vagrancy.

Facts Concerning the Great Dam. 
It is 1,080 feet long, 230 feet 

high’ and. contains 326,000. cubic 

yards of masonary. ‘ 

/The reservoir will have .a ¢apa- 
city of §6,628,000,000 cubic feet of 
water, which will. be used to irri- 
gate 240,000 acres of land. 

The dam has. been~ nearly six 
years in building and will cost the 
government about $8,540,000. 

The location of the dam-and re- 
servoir is in the Salt River valley, 
about seventy miles northwest’ of 
Phoenix, Arizona. 


Phoenix, Ariz., Feb. 2—The Roose- 
velt dam, the stupendous engineering 
work in connection with the Sait 
River> irrigation project, is complet- 
ed and will be formerly opened next 
month by former President Roose- 
velt, in honor of whom the dam was 
named. Preparations already are un- 
der way tto.make the opening a gala 
occasion, The event will be attended 
by representatives of the national 
government, public officials of <Ari- 
zona and neighboring States and hy 
many eminent engineers. 

The dam is regarded as One of*the 
marvels ‘of 


west of this city and sixty miles from 
the nearest railroad, its ‘rapid and 
successful construction has been 
watched with interest by engineers 
all over the world. : 

At the point where the dam crosses 
the Salt River the stream runs through 
a narrow gorge, across which the huge 
barrier of stone,and cement stretches 
to a length of 1,080 feet. The dam is 
280 feet high, or about the height of 
the Flatiron building in New York. 
On the top its length is equal to that 
of two city blocks, and provides a 
roadway twenty feet wide: The dam 
contains 326,000 cubic: yards of mas- 
onry. The blocks of stone.were blast- 
ed from the canyon walls and the 
hundreds of thousands of ‘barrels of 
cement used jn the construction was 
manufactured by the Government. in 
a mill erected on the ground. 

Behind this imposing «structure of 
stone and cement the waters of the 
turbulent stream: will form the largest 
artificial lake in the world. The grert

Confident Edmonton Commis- 
sioners Will Grant Request for 
Improved Interurban Service 


This morning a Strathcona delega- 
tion consisting of Mayor Davies, Ald- 
erman Calder, and C. H. Grant wait- 
ed on the city commissioners to dis- 
cuss the interurban street railway 
service. 

The delegation asked that a shelter 
be erected on the north side of the 
river for the accommodation of in- 
terurban pasesngers, that the cars on 
the Strathcona route be’ equipped 
with air ‘brakes, -and that the most 
modern type of fender. be. attached *o 
these cars. They also requested a 
chang in the fare system, whereby a 
passenger from Strathcona shall be 
carried to the north side of the bridge 
for a five cent fare. At the present 
time any passenger. wha wishes to 
climb the. McDougalf avenue © steps 
into the city is compelled” to walk 
across the ‘bridge or pay a second 
fare. : 

wo far as the schedule is concerned 
the council had no complaint to make. 
When the cars are running according 
to schedule the council of the uni- 
versity city are now satisfied with the 
present arrangement, and do not seek 
any change in the immediate future. 

All of the requests will be consid- 
ered by the commissioners, probably 
tomorrow’s meeting, and there is a 
strong probability of cach of the re- 
quests ‘being conceded. 

“Tam well’satisfied with the result 
of our interview,” said Mayor Davies 
to a Capital reporter at the close of 
the meeting, “and believe that the 
outcome will be the granting of each 
of our requests. We did not base our 
discussion on any legal rights, but 
simply asked for a amore workable 
system, with a view to improving the 
service and increasing the interurban 
traffic.

GRANDE PRAIRIE 
R AD ONLY A MYTH 


Settler Says Conditions Are Ex- 
‘aggerated and Asks Govern- 
ment to Make Investigation 


Characterizing the government 
coad from Edson and Medicine ‘lodge 
o Grande Prairie as a “mythical 
ighway,” which has been grossly 
nisrepresented, and calling upon the 
yrovincial government to make an in- 
‘estigation into the manner in which 
settlers have been victimized into 
starting for Grande Prairie by that 
route which jit, states, is at- present 
ibsolutely impossible of travel, T. J. 
Slemmuy, a settler at Athabasca 
Landing, makes a vigorous criticism 
n the Northern News of the new 
-oad, 'Vhe letter has been forwarded 
to the Edmonton ‘board of trade. 

Flammuy states that he started out 
os 2 woe - 
for’ Grande “Prairie: from: Talson and 
Medicine’ Lodge, beiiig assured at 
Edson that ‘he would be able to. se- 
cure feed on the road, and that five 
Jays horse feed would be enough. He 


‘was ‘forced to turn ‘back, losing his 


nutfit on the road. He found = one 
‘amily camped on the road in a piti- 
ful condition, being out of feed, and 
unable to move, owing to the delicate 
aealth of the mother. Tihese people 
iad also been induced to take the 
northern route. 

Mr. Flammuy speaks as follows re- 
garding the new road: 

“Towas > given to understand = at 
Medicine Lodge that ] would fina a 
sovernment road from Sturgeon Lake 
.o Grand Prairie. 

Such a road, I now know does not 
now, nor ever- has existed, with the 
exception of an ice, route, that fol- 
lows the river where practical, during 
che winter months. 1] was also assur- 
sd at Medicine Lodge that five days 
vorse feed’ would ‘be amply sufficient 
o carry me through to Sturgeon 
Wake, whereas it'took me fifteen days 
o make the trip. This was due to 
‘aving to wait five days for the Ath- 
ibasca to freeze, there being no 
neans provided for crossing other- 
wise than on the ice. _ 

After traveling this suposed — trail 
‘rom end.to end I have so far decided 
that the route is an impossible one, 
ind that-I am going out by the old 
Slavé Lake route to purchase a new 
outfit as I consider it much. cheaper, 
surer and quicker than ever attempt- 
ng to rescue my first outfit from the 
nuch mooted Edson-Medicine Lodge 
Short Route” - 

Says Road Will be Completed. 

Speaking to the Capital this morn- 
ng, Frank Stanley, D.L.S.,, who has 
yeen assisting in the construction of 
che road from Edson towards Grande 
Prairie, states that that road will be 
-eady for travel within a month or 
‘wo. Mr. Stanley stated that the road 
‘rom Medicine Lodge as far as the 
Athabasea river was not fit for travel, 
but that a road was now under con- 
struction from Edson to the Atha- 
basea which will’ be substituted for 
the government one from Medicine 
Lodge, and will join that road at the 
crossing of the Athabasca. 

Mr. Stanley stated that the road 
had been completed to a point thirty 
milesenorth of the Litthe Smoky river, 
and would be finished. to Sturgeon 
Lake within a few weeks.

The sum of $2,900 is the amount. of 
dues still unpaid by the railway com- 
pany on the timber. Default in pay- 
ment of these dues caused the Domii- 
ion land agent to seize the timber cut, 
and’ advertise it for sale. Although 
the timber is valued at about $30,000, 
all the government agents want is the 
dues still unpaid, 

The timber was out last summer by 


the Empire Supply company who 
contracted with the Canada West 
construction company, for the rail- 


way company, the railway company 
to pay the dues. The timber includes 
the following: 91.075 ties, 2,503 fence 
posts, 75,000 “lineal feet of bridge tim- 
ber, 3,000 telegraph poles, 11,000 feet 
of piling. The timber lies all aiong 
the line of the railway company about 
80 miles north east of the city.

NEARLY COMPLETED 


Will Be Formally O Opened by Ex- 
President Roosevelt Some 
Time: Next Month 


Facts Concerning the Great Dam. 

It is 1,080 feet long, 230 feet 
high and. contains 326,000 cubic 
yards of masonary. 

The reservoir will have.a capa- 
city of §6,628,000,000 cubic feet of 
water, which will. be used to irri- 
gate 240,000 acres of land. 

The dam has. been nearly six 
years in building and will cost the 
government about $8,540,000. 

The location of the dam-and re- 
servoir is in the Salt River valley, 


about seventy miles northwest’ of 
Phoenix, Arizona. 


Phoenix, Ariz., Feb. 2—The Roose- 
velt dam, the stupendous engineering 
work in connection with the Sait 
River irrigation -project, is complet- 
ed and will be formerly opened next 
month by former President Roose- 
velt, in honor of whom the dam was 
named. Preparations already are un- 
der way to. make the opening a gala 
occasion. The event will be attended 
by representatives of the national 
government, public officials of <Ari- 
zona and neighboring States and hy 


‘many eminent engineers. 


The dam is regarded as one of*the 
marvels ‘of ‘modern engineering 
Located in an almost. inaccessible 
canyon, about seventy miles north- 
west of this city and sixty miles from 
the nearest railroad, its rapid and 
successful construction has been 
watched with interest by engineers 
all over the world. 

At the point where the dam crosses 
the Salt River the stream runs through 
a narrow gorge, across which the huge 
barrier of stone,and cement stretches 
to a length of 1,080 feet. The dam is 
280 feet high, or about the height of 
the Flatiron building in New York. 
On the top its length is equal to that 
of two city blocks, and provides a 
roadway twenty feet wide: The dam 
contains 326,c00 cubic yards of mas- 
onry. The blocks of stone were blast- 
ed from the canyon walls and the 
hundreds of thousands wf barrels of 
cement used jn the construction was 
manufictured by the. Government in 
a mill erected on the ground, 

Behind this imposing «structure of 
stone and cement the waters of the 
turbulent stream will form the largest 
artificial lake in the world. The greit

Confident Edmonton Commis- 
sioners Will Grant Request for 
Improved Interurban Service 


This morning a Strathcona delega- 
tion consisting of Mayor Davies, Ald- 
erman Calder, and C. H. Grant wait- 
ed on the city commissioners to dis- 
cuss the interurban street railway 
service. 

The delegation asked that a shelter 
be erected on the north side of the 
river for the accommodation of in- 
terurban pasesngers, that the cars on 
the Strathcona route be’ equipped 
with air ‘brakes, and that the ms 
modern type of fender-be attached * 
these cars. They also requested a 
chang in the fare system, whereby a 
passenger from Strathcona shall be 
carried to the north side of the bridge 
for a five cent fare. At the present 
time any passenger. who wishes to 
climb the McDougall avenue © steps 
into the city is .compelled* to walk 
across the ‘bridge or pay a second 
fare, 

wo far as the schedule is concerned 
the council had no complaint to make. 
When the cars are running according 
to schedule the council of the uni- 
versity city are now satisfied with the 
present arrangement, and do not seek 
any change in the immediate future. 

All of the requests will be consid- 
ered by the commissioners, probably 
tomorrow's meeting, and there is a 
strong probability of each of the re- 
quests ‘being conceded. 

“T am well‘ satisfied with the result 
of our interview,” said Mayor Davies 
to a Capital reporter at the close of 
the meeting, “and believe that the 
outcome will be the granting of each 
of our requests. We did not base our 
discussion on any legal rights, but 
simply asked for a more workable 
system, with a view to improving the 
service and increasing the interurban 
traffic. The cars on the Strathcona 
route are at the present time of the 
older type, and are not equipped with 
the more efficient fenders which ‘have 
been installed in the newer cars. This 
will be remedied in the near future. 
We were informed that the air brakes 

which have recently been delivered 
will soon be in readiness for use on 
the cars.”

lemmuy, a settler “at Athabasca 
Landing, makes a vigorous criticism 
n the Northern News of the new 
coad, “he letter has been forwarded 
to the Edmonton ‘board of trade. 

Flammuy ‘states that he started out 
for Grande Prairie from’Fdson and 
Medicine’ Lodge, beitig assured at 
Edson that he would be able to se- 
cure feed on the road, and that five 
days horse feed would be enough, He|

‘amily camped on the road in a piti- 
jul condition, being out of feed, and 
unable to move, owing to the delicate 
vealth of the mother.

This clear- 
ly indicates that the big money is 
coming from timber rentals, and coal 
and nil leases. 

This is significant in that it shows 
that there has been an immense de- 
velopment in Whe timber and mines 
in the ‘Edmonton — district. It 
shows that there is far more timber 
under lease, far more coal arcs taken 
up than ever before, and that a big 
development in these lines can be 
looked fonward ‘to «within the next 
year or two. 

Development in-coal lands ‘has been 
particularly motive. — Rentals paid on 
these lands in the Edmonton district 
amount to several thousand dollars 
every anonth. Rentals are charged 
at the rate of $1 per acre per year. 
Many thousnnd acres of coal lands, 
particularly along ithe G. T LP. west 
of ithe city, nea® the Pembina river, 
and the Yellowhead’ pass, have been 
taken up within the past year.  Roy- 
alties. on coal production, are very 
lange also,ias the coal production in 
the (Edmonton district is increasing at 
aw rapid: rate.

At the upset price of about $2,900, | 
timber to the value of $30,000, cut by 
contractors of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway company, and 
seized for default in dues, will be -of- 
fered for sale by public auction by 
Dominion government agents at the 
counter of the loxal land office at to, 
o’clock next Wednesday morning. 

The sum of $2,900 is the amount of 
dues still unpaid by the railway com- 
pany on the timber. Default in pay- 
ment of these dues caused the Domii- 
ion land agent to seize the timber cut, 
and’ advertise it for sale. Although 
the timber is valued at about $30,000, 
all the government agents want is the 
dues still unpaid. 

The timber. was out last summer by 


the Empire Supply company who 
contracted with the Canada West 
construction company, for the rail- 


way company, the railway company 
to pay the dues. The timber includes 
the following: 91.075 ties, 2,503 fence 
posts, 75,000 “lineal feet of bridge tim- 
ber, 3,000 telegraph poles, 11,000 feet 
of piling. The timber lies all along 
the line of the railway company about 
80 miles north east of the city. 

Dr. McInnis, of the Empire Supply 
company, values the timber cut at 
about $30,000. His company has still 
a claim of $10,000 for work done, 
which will be taken into consideration 
by the provincial government.

For the purpose of making arrange- 
ments to have Mr. Knechtel lecture 
in Edmonton this summer, Mr. Camp- 
bell has written the secretary of the 
board of trade, and it is probable that 
Mr. Tisher will shortly take the mat- 
ter up. 

The importance of preserving the 
forests for the purpose of conserving 
the water supply of the country, is 
one which is being actively taken up 
by the conservation commission of

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ROOSEVELT DAM IS 
NEARLY COMPLETED 


Will Be Formally O Opened by Ex- 
President Roosevelt Some 
Time: Next Month 


Facts Concerning the Great Dam. 

It is 1,080 feet long, 230 feet 
high and. contains 326,000 cubic 
yards of masonary. 

The reservoir will have.a capa- 
city of 56,628,000,000 cubic feet of 
water, which will be used to irri- 
gate 240,000 acres of land. 

The dam has been. nearly six 
years in building and will cost the 
government about $8)540,000. } 

The location of the dam-and re- 
servoir is in the Salt River valley, 


about seventy miles northwest’ of 
Phoenix, Arizona. 


Phoenix, Ariz., Feb. 2—The Roose- 
velt dam, the stupendous engineering 
work in connection with the Sait 
River- irrigation project, is Sa eae 
ed and will be formerly. opened nex 
month by former President Roose: 
velt, in honor of whom the dam was 
named. Preparations already are un- 
der way to. make the opening a gala 
occasion. The event will be attended 
by representatives of the national 
government, public officials wf Ari- 
zona and neighboring States and 
‘many eminent engineers. 

The dam is regarded as one of “the 
marvels ‘of ‘modern 
Located in an almost inaccessible 
canyon, about seventy miles north- 
west of this city and sixty miles from 
the nearest railroad, its ‘rapid and 
successful construction has been 
watched with interest by engineers 
all over the world. 

At the point where the dam crosses 
the Salt River the stream runs through 
a narrow gorge, across which the huge 
barrier of stone,and cement stretches 
to a length of 1,080 feet. The dam is 
280 feet high, or about the height of 
the Flatiron building in New ev atl 
On the top its length is equal to that 
of two city blocks, and provides a 
roadway twenty feet wide: The dain 
contains 326,000 cubic yards of mas- 
onry. The blocks of stone were blast- 
ed from the canyon walls and the 
hundreds of thousands tof ‘barrels of 
cement used jn the construction was 
manuiictured by the Government in 
a mill erected on the ground. 

Behind this imposing «structure of 
stone and cement the waters of the 
turbulent streamy will form the largest 


artificial lake in the world. The grert

All of the requests will be consid- 
ered by the commissioners, probably 
tomorrow's meeting, and there is a 
strong probability of each of the re- 
quests ‘being conceded. 

“Tam well'satisfied with the result 
of our interview,” said Mayor Davies 
to a Capital reporter at the close of 
the meeting, “and believe that the 
outcome will be the granting of each 
of our requests.

‘Attendance at muster is not an at- 
tractive duty. The coolies, cold and 
shivering, wrapped in their darq ‘cam- 
belis,” and bearing the unmistakeable 
air of ‘having just got up, present a 
very different spectacle from the 
brightly-clad, chattening throng which 
nmy be seen an hour or so later when 
the sun has dnmoreased in ipower and 
correspondingly raised their spirits 
and vitality. A few orders are briefly 
given, and the coolies rush off to their 

appointed tasks, amidst vociferous 
shouts and exhortations touching the 
sin of procrastination on ithe pant of 
their “kangaries,” who in the super- 
imtendent’s presence ‘show a com- 
mendable, if noisy, zeal for vicarious 
labor on ithe part of their charges. 

Next I proceed to ithe factory, Some 
men pride themselves on the scientific 
supervision they devote to the manu- 
facture of tea; others laud ithe skill of 
heir native tea-maker, with whose 
judgment, tt ts whispered, they rarely 
interfere, in this instance, it would be 
invidious to record from the writer's 
own experiemce which method yields 
the best results and the ‘highest prices. 
As so much misconception seems to 
exist as to the mathod of making tea, 
even among sharcholders in tea com- 
panies, at the risk 0 ‘being prolix, it 
may be well briefly to describe ithe 
process. 

When the fresh greem leaves mre 
brought in from the field they are first 
spread on shelves of jute ‘hesian or 
wire so that they may wither. The 
period of drying depends upon the 
state of the atmosphere, and in wet 
weather an antificial current of warm 
air is, if feastbic, put anto use. Kigh- 
teen hhours may roughly be tiken as 
an average time in which the green 
leaf should be allawed to wither.Now, 
in order to extract the moisture, the 
tea ts rolled in powerful machines 
which can put pressure to any desired 
extent on the green leaf. iter the 
deaf has been issued from the roller 
én sticky yellowish lumps it is spread 
om and allowed to ferment. Then 


the leaf js hastily run through a des- 
sicator, or furnace of ‘hot air, after 
which the spongy copper-colored mass 
comes out dry and bristle, in the form 
in which we recognize tthe tea in the

Janalmost unnatural zest for that nau- 


canister at home. In this state ot is 
sifted by a revolving cylindrica! ma- 
chine consisting of wire meshes of dif- 
ferent sizes. The tea is thrown in at 


it is revolved quickly ino the cylinder 
and is ejected in its different grades, 
aceording to the size of the meshes 
through which it has ‘been passed. The 
minute meshes ejeat fawnings or dust, 
the next in size give the héghly priced 
orange pekoe; ‘then come ever in- 
creasing in bulk, broken pekoe, pekoe, 
and finally the coarse and sraky, pe- 
koe souchong. 


(Of oourse, different estates have 
their distinctive methods of sifting, 
grading and labelling their tea. ‘But, 
although small leaves and buds pluck- 
ed green will invariably make the 
highest grade tea, it is an error ito 
suppose, as it is said one wonthy 
board of directors of tea estates did 
fondly immagine, that the teasbushes 
themselves can be made to grow a 
panticudar grade of tea. ‘As we oab- 
serve that (broken orange pekoe in- 
variably commands the highest price, 
we would recommend tthat all the new 
clearings be planted exclusively with 
broken orange tei-planis,” these Sol- 
ons in Emgland are reported ito have 
written to a bewildered ttea-planter in 
their employment! To sum up. Pluc 
the ‘buds and small leaves only, and 


but lose in yield of crop. Pluck liber- 
ally of the leaves, coarse and fine, and 
you will get a greater number of 
pounds per acre, ‘but your prices will 
suffer, In amy case, the tea-sifter, mot 
the bughes themselves, is the final ar- 
bitrator as ito how your tea shall be 
graded... 


But this is a digression. My in- 
speation of ithe factory is soon over, 
and in a few minutes I am seated in 
my dining-room, fully occupied with 
“early itea’—a repast consisting of 
eggs, cold ham, home-grown = and 
home-made tea, with toast, marmna- 
dade and fruit. 


The meal over, I light my pipe and 
proceed to the office, owtside the open 
windows of which some coolies are 
stationed. Their demands have a 
‘centain sameness, and consist of a de- 
sire to tobixin a ‘trifling advance of 
their pay, or else a request for “mar- 
anthw”’ or medicine. The drugs most 
in use are chlorodyne, and quinine, 
though castor-oil is perhaps the most 
popular, for the Tamil coolie bebrays 


seous bogey of old-fnshioned nursery 
days. A centain amount of care must 
ibe exercised in prescribing medicine, 
and strict personal supervision in dis- 
pensing the drugs is advisable. The 
narrowest escape I myself ever ‘had 
of doing a fellow-man to death, and 
in an excruciatingly painful manner, 
was one morning when in a hurry I 
ordered my kitchen coolie to give a 
man twenty drops of laudanum. The 
kitchen coolie was, of course, sagacity 
personified, and understood all about 
the medicine needed.  Fiortynately, 
for everybody concerned, some mis- 
giving seized me, and I turned back 
wnd entered ithe back veranda’ of ‘he 
bungatow just in itime to prevent the 
ailing Tamil from drinking off a con- 
coction of cantharides which I kept 
for blistering dogs in the event of 
sunstroke, 


This morning the cases of sickness 
are simple and soon dealt with. One 
or two coolies are thale and hearty, 
and, evidently thinking that time must 
hang thenvy on the superintendent’s 
hands, have stationed themselves at 
the office window wolely in order to 
talk, air their grievances, and expati- 
ate on those little feuds which at all 
times and in all countries enliven the

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DAY IN THE LIFE OF A CEYLON TEA- PLAN TER 


existence of ia rural and agricultural 
population. 

“Nan parkritha” or “Nalaki va” 
are of inestimable use in ithe planter’s 
vocabulary. Translated litenally they 
mean “I'll Jookin to the mater,” and 
“Come tomorrow.” These phrases 
never fail to bring comfont, and ‘by 
the next day tthe litigant very prob- 
ably has forgotten all about this grie- 
vance. (On ‘this occasion I waste 
tut lpytle time; and, dismissing the 
loquacious coobies with the suggestion 
that they should settle the dispute 
among myself, limount my horse and 
stant off to ride to the highest part of 
the estate. The two bungalow dogs, 
foxsterriers and mother and daughter, 
both somewhat leggy and with a far- 
off trace of tharrier about them, }oy- 
fully accompany me. 

In! spite oof ‘incidental delays, nthe 
sun is not yet so powerful as to tbe un- 
pleasamt, and in any case, after a mile 
or so of winding through the tea, 
the path strikes into the jungle, at this 
print partially cleared so as to allow 
of cardamon cultivation. For this 
spice, so useful in flavoring and medi- 
cinal purposes, demands shade, and is 
always grown in jungle land. 

By and by the cardamoms are left 
behind, and we enter the jungle pro- 


| per, a sombre forest of huge ttrees, 


with a dense undengrowth on either 
side iof the path, ‘The terriers have 
been roaming at will, but never very 
far off. ‘Now, however, the horse- 
keeper, who thas ‘kept pace with me, 
exclaims, excitedly, “Ayah,  pandi!” 
(Sir, a pig!”) And sure enough, from 
the whick undergrowth come unmis- 
takeable porcine grumts, while both 
dogs, who shave rushed in cagerly, 
emerge somewhat precipitously, and 
shamefaced. One indeed, ds plastered 
with red eanth, and a crash proclaims 
that whe sow—such it must probably 
be, for a tusker would have ripped up 
the iterriers—had retreated ‘into some 
fanther fastness. Before emé?ging in- 
to the open ithe dogs pwt up a jungle- 
fowl, which, rising with all the pomp 
and self-importance of a cock-pheas- 
ant, causes my horse to dance a ga- 
votte preparatory ito attempting to 
bolt, a feat for which his snaffle mouth 
and indolent disposition eminently un- 
fit him. A burst of a couple tof hun- 
dred yards restores my steed’s eq- 
uanimity, and my panting horse-keep- 
er, ever zealous to impart information, 
points ito the fresh traces of an ele- 
phant. ‘TShis again causes the horse 


some alarm, as, in common with so 
many of his kind, he has a tively, un- 
reasoning thorror, of the “huge earth- 
shaking beast.” 
However,the elephant in quesition is 
acharmless one. Indeed, the once took 
pant in temple processtons and was fa- 
vored of the Buddhist wriests. ‘But a 
lief of pomp and ceremony did rot suit 
him. ‘One fine day the esoaped; all 
efforts to capture him were futile, and 
for years this elephant has been Jead- 
ing a nomadic existence in the thick 
fringes of jungle bordering a succes- 
sion of tea estates. 

At length whe path suddenly tssues 
from whe jungle, and we are ‘once 
again among itea, and at am elevation 
of close on ‘five thousand eet. The 
air is fresh and invigorating, and the 
coolics on ‘this little isolated .tea-es- 
tate keep singularly free from fever, 
dysentery and tthe other ills to which 
Tamil flesh is so susceptible. 

The estate is worked by a Tamil 
conductor, and a visit ‘by the super- 
intendent is only considered neces- 
sary about once a week. The kan- 
gany welcomes me, not so much from 
n feeling of esteem or affection as for 
the reason that the wishes an advance 
of pay, and is also anxious that I 
should undentake to send his watch to 
a European shop in Kany to have 
whe works of that long-suffering in- 
strument adjusted, The question of 
the watch is submitted owing to my 
suggestion that the coolies up there 
seem to muster later and knock off 
earlier than they do on the larger ¢s- 
tate below. I also improve the occa- 
sion by pointing to a few weeds in 
whe itea, and this Jeads to voluble 
explanation and an assunance that ex- 
tra coolies will be put.on to the weed, 
for every acre of a itea-estate should 
in theory be kept as clean as the 
flowerbeds of a well-ordered gar- 
den. 

With the exception of a few weeds 
here and there the place looks in good 
order and the work appeurs satisfac- 
tory. And so, tempted by the fine- 
ness of the morning, and ithe glorious 
beneath me, 
atmosphere ¢ 


panorama — stretched 
where in the clear 
temple dagobas of a ruined city some 
seventy miles distant can ‘be discern- 
ed with the naked eye, I determined 
today for ithe first time to reach the 
highest peak of tthe mountains on 
whose lower slopes the tea is planted; 
and owee more I strike into the jun- 
gle. The path through long disuse, is 
difficult ¢o find, and I take ithe precau- 


tion — somewhat intermittently, it 
must be confessed—to blaze the trees 
with my pruning-knife so that I may 
have something to guide me on my 
homeward way. 

The umdergrowth ‘becomes very 
thick, and after a ibit my knife is used 
in order ito cat a way and facilitate 
progness. _ Finally 1 emorge into a 
comparatively chear space, studded 
with dwarf arees, only to find «hat 
another junghe intervenes ‘between me 
and the summit. “This is very pleas- 
amt, ‘but ijs mot tea-planting,” I re- 
flect as 'I'begin to retrace my foot- 
steps. Bart, alas! ithe return journey 
seems as bowildering as tthe ‘heights 
‘were baffling, and all traces of the 
blazed trees are lost. ‘I tose the path 
and (begin to flounder about among 
thick, clinging undergrowth. 

‘Somewhat intolerant of the absurd 
predicament, I climb a tree, and below 
me J see the Beulah of my search, a 
clear space of open tea belonging tto a 
neighboring tea estate, and in ithe dis- 
tance my onvn factory, coolies’ lines 
and ‘bungalow locking very much like 
carved Swiss toys. I have missed ‘the 
point at which I emtered, and thave 
come half-way down a long, narrow 
strip of jungle; but at any rate I have 
not been going around in a circle. A 
minute or two later I strike a stream 
funtively trickling its way down ‘the 
slopes Follcwing this,, I soon’ em- 
erge into!he open, and ina short time 
after visiting the factory where ‘the 
leaf plucked in the morning is ‘being 
spread out to wither, I am once again 
in my own bungalow, very tired, very 
hot, and inordinately «hirsty. 

At twelve I sit down to a-solid meal 
tof bacon and eggs, ibrinjal cutlets, 
beefsteak, cold meat and salad, end- 
ing with the inevitable curry and rice, 
and washed down by (beer, whiskey 
and soda, tea, or fresh-squeezed lime- 
juice and soda, as inclination or pro- 
dence may suggest. Then an ad- 
jounnment to a long chair in the ver- 
anda follows; and after a comfortable 
rest or siesta, by two ‘o'clock I am 
ready again for the field, 

This time my direction lays down- 
hill, so ¢eHing ithe ‘horse-keeper to 
mect me at four o’clock, and leaving 
the terriers ‘behind, I ‘take whe short- 
cut through the.itea, and am soon at 
the ‘bottom of the estate, where the 
pluckers, pruners, and manurers are 
all at work in adjacent fields. There 
is a certain monotony about the ap- 
pearance of growing tea, which looks 
from a distance like vast acres of 
gmoosebenry ‘bushes planted methodi- 
cally in rows. Here, however, tthe el- 
evation is only some two thousand 
feet, and we are in the vicinity of rice- 
fields, ‘bamboos, and other signs of 
tropical vegetation, in startling con- 
trast to the dark growth of the high- 
er reaches; while in place ‘of the 
dusky minas which flitted about the 
jungle, flocks of gaudy-colored, noisy 
‘patrots and ‘brilliant golden orioles 
are ‘to be seen. 

‘After spending some time with the 
men who are pruning and forking in 
manure I go to the pluckers. These 
are divided into 'two gangs. The old 
women and children are plucking tea 
which is two years from pruning, and 
consequently again ready for the 
knife. Little time need be nwasted in 
the supervision of this gang, as ithey 
can ibe left to strip tthe (bushes ns ruth- 
jiessly as they choose. In the next 
field, however, where the tea is com- 
ing into ‘bearing after pruning, great 
care must ‘be ttaken in the plucking. 
The gang employed in this ‘task is a 
select one, consisting of a few smant 
boys and several young and in some 
instances good-looking ginls. These 
young women earn good puy, and can 
afford to wear clean and showy 
clothes, and adorn themselves with 
much native jewellery. A tendency 
to almost coquettish frivolity is not- 
iceable among them; but they are 
good workers, and can pluck an as- 
tonishing quantity of pounds of leaf 
per day. (Four pounds of green leaf 
make one pound of manufactured tea.) 

At four to’clock the horn blows as a 
signal to knock. off work, my horse is 
ready for me, and with shouts of jub- 
ilation and much chattering the coo- 
lies proceed to the- factory ‘to have 
their leaf weighed wind their names 
entered in the check-roll. 

The Jeaf is duly inspeated and 
weighed, a little teaxtasting follows. 
a final look around ‘the factory, and I 
am ready to go back to ‘the ‘bunga- 
low, when a cheery “Coo-cy!” and a 
clattering of hoofs in the ‘barbecue 
warns me of the arrival of a durai (lit- 
erally “master”, corresponds to the 
“sahib” of India), This proves to be 
my nearest neighbor, a ‘Sestsman and 
a genial soul, who looks on me, as a 
new-comer tothe district, in the light 
of one ito be cultivated, penhnps in a 
friendly manner, almost patronized, 
by the older residenters. Instinctive-

-Never, it may be said at once‘and 
without exaggeration, ‘has it been po3- 
sible for any one country to muster 
such.a concourse of flying men as will 
be seen in London a few months 
hence. The reason is not far to seck. 
The Gordon-Bennett ‘Cup, now held 
by a British flier, Mr. Grahame White, 
is the most envied trophy in aviation, 
while the prize money which is offer- 
ed by the “Daily Mail” for the great 
cross-country flight will ‘be worth at 
least $50,000, 

It has been computed that a sum of 
no less than $1,000,000 was awarded 
last year to the successful competitors 
in the long series of flying tourna- 
ments, that opened in January at Los 
Angeles and terminated last week 
with the Michelin Cup race.

FRONTAGE TAX ON ALL 
UNIMPROVED PROPERTY 


Owners Must Pay Extra Where Wa- 
ter and Sewer Mains Paral. 
lel Lots 


‘Owners of vacant property will be 
compelled to tbear a much larger 
share of the burden of municipal tax- 

ation when the amendment to ithe 
chanter which empowers the city to 
levy a frontage tax against property 
past which watermains have been laid, 
is ptt into force iby ithe council, The 
amendment was carried at the fall 
session of the legislature, and the 
frontage ‘tax will ibe enforced this 
year. 

When the matter comes up for con- 
sideration in the council, Ald. McIn- 
nis will move that the full ¢ax of ten 
cents a front foot, permitted under 
the charter, be levied in respect to 
propenty on paved streets, while a 
tax of five cents a foct be levied on 
unpaved streets.

ROOSEVELT DAM IS NOW 
NEARLY COMPLETED 


(Continued from First Page) 


teseryoir will be tent ys -five miles 
long and more than 220 feet deep 
against the dam. It will have a capa- 
city of 56,628,000 cubic feet, or sufh- 
cient water to cover the State of Dele. 
ware a foot deep. 

The reservoir will irrigate 240,000 
acres of land and it is estimated by 
expert agriculturists that the crops cf 
a single season will pay for the entire 
investment of the government, which 
has been about $8,540,000, Not only 
will the great dam save up the water 
for the dried fields, but. it will also 
light the farmers’ homes, give them 
the. power for their telephone lines, 
run their mills and factories and also 
operate lines of railway if desired. All 
of this will be done through the med- 
ium of a great power-house which the 
Government has erected at the base of 
the dam and which will be used to 
convert the waterfall into electricity. 

The completion of the dam is ex- 
pected to result in the influx of thous- 
ands, of farmers to the valley and this 
in turn will create a demand for all 
classes of labor. The whole ‘project 
is a; ipart of the Government's. great 
irrigation service, which, as some one 
has said, “is making the dry places wet 
and Wet places dry.” In a most won- 
derful way the various irrigation pro- 
jects in Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, 
Colorado and other sections of. the 
West are rapidly changing the country 
from a land of sagebrush and cactus 
to one of prosperous farms and flour- 
ishing” towns.
